fore withdrawing funds. 
Money for all legitimate purposes in 
the Wall street district was provided 
by the alliance created by Mr. Mor- 
gan and shared in by the Washington 
government and London bankers. 

Ten millions of dollars was used to 
relieve the condition on the Stock Ex- 


change. The probable importation of 


$5,000,000 in gold by the National City 
Bank was another factor that con-

During eleven years of service in 
the police department, Broadhead has 
gained a reputation for tempering zeal 
with discretion. His crusades never 
bring distress to the “faithful,” and he 
has never been known to run amuck. 

Lieut. C. KR. Dixon occupies a place 
on the eligible list of the civil * — 
for captain of police. Should Broad - 
head receive promotion, Dixon will 
succeed to the captaincy. He is a 
trained officer and has made an ex- 
cellent record in the department. 

ANDERSON TO AQUEDUCT. 


A special aqueduct commission has 
been the dream of Mayor Harper ever 
since he commenced attending the ges- 
sions of the present advisory board.

DOUBTFUL BENEFIT. 

This civil service protection is re- 
garded by some, however, as of doubt- 
ful benefit. The charter provides that 
charges against a member of the police 
department hall be Heard by the 
Police Board. If the board should be- 
come unfriendly to a captain of police 
he would be in a position where his 
acusers would also be the judges, 
and from the decision of the board 
after a frial thefe is no appeal. 

Mayor Harper and Chairman An- 
derson of the Board of Public Works 
have discussed the proposal to create 
a special aqueduct commission with 
Anderson at its head; but neither will 
permit himself to be Interv lewed as to 
the fine' conclusion reached.

FRONTIER PIONEER DEAD. 


Unable to Lie Down for Two Years, 

Long Rest Now Comes to George 

C. Hunt. 

After a long 4dliness, during the last 
two years of which the had been un- 
able to lie down even for a moment, 
George C. Hunt of this city died yes- 
terday morning at Calexico. Death, 
due to angina. pectoris, ended suffer- 
ing for which there was no other re- 
lief. 


Mr. Hunt was 80 years of age. He 
was born in Dayton, O., came West in 
early youth, and all his life was spent 
on the frontier, and devoted success- 
Fully to divers pursuits and purposes.

Warrants Are Issued for Officers 
of Pomona Organization and the 
Whole Congregation May Be Ar- 
rested Because Building Encroaches 
on Street.

) Unable to crowd the Church of 
Christ into the Pomona jail, even ff 


the deputy constables were able to 
handcuff it. they fell back upon the 
officers of the church and a few work- 
men who were repairing It. 

The trouble is all due to a misde- 
meanor charge made against the 
church by G. A. Ward of Gordon 
street, Pomona, on the ground that 
the church takes up more room on 
the sidewalk than it is entitled to 
and won't move on when legally prod- 
ded. Not able to put the church body 
corporate in jail, Mr. Ward declares, 
through Attorney Loucks, that if nec- 
essary he will have every member of 
the congregation, 150 of them, ar- 
rested. 

A beginning was made yesterday 
when warrants were issued by City Re- 
corder John H. Lee for the arrest, 
among others, of such well-known Po- 
mona citizens as H. B. Hasen. presi- 
dent of the church incorporation; M. 
C. Allen, treasurer; G. H. Waters, 
chairman of the official church board; 
Grant Pitzer, secretary of the board, 
and John D. Cason, one of the most 
prominent men in the church. Also 
for eighteen or twenty John Does. 

Last September a petition was sub- 
mitted to the Pomona Council on be- 
half of the church, which fronts on 
Gordon street, next door to Mr. Ward, 
asking permission for the church to 
remain in its present position for ten 
years, or until the congregation can 
build a new church. This petition was 
granted by resolution a few days later. 

According to the complaint, Gor- 
don street was surveyed and laid out 
in 1883 and the church was organized 
in 1891. But in spite of the fact that 
the official survey of the street was 
made, the church, when it came to 
build, projected the front of the edi- 
fice’ three feet out on the sidewalk 
and there it remains to this day. 

Recently, when the cement sidewalks 
were put in on the street, the con- 
tractor had to “jog” around the cor- 
ner of the projecting church and then 
“jog” back again to the city line of 
the road. 

Meanwhile Mr. Ward protested and 
again protested, but the Council turned 
a deaf ear and the charge is now made 
by the opposition that the church has 
been doing politics.” Anyway, it 
got its petition through the Council 
in spite of an ordinance prohibiting the 
obstruction of a sidewalk and of the 
State law along the same line in re- 
gard to buildings on public highways. 

This State law makes it a misde- 
meanor to maintain a building upon 
any part of a public highway and it 
is under this section of the penal code 
that Ward has made his complaints 
against the church.

„It is estimated that the damage to 
the Lawrence building was $10,000, to 
the belongings of tenants at least as 


much more and to contents of the 
Mayfair about $9000. 
Mrs. Burns and Miss Blake were 


cleaning a skirt with gasoline. They 
had spread the garment on a kitchen 
table and a large bowl of the fluid 
stood near. Not far away was a tank 
of gasoline. 

| Unable by electric light to see what 
progress was made in, the cleaning 
process, Mrs. Burns suggested to the 
maid that she light some candies. Five 
of these blazing tapers were placed on 
and both women 
wrapped their hands in cleaning cloths 
and immersed them in the bow! 
gasoline. As they rubbed the skirt, the 
gasoline vapor arose. 

in an instant there was a blaze, the 
bow! of gasoline flared up and almost 
simultaneously the tank exploded, 
scattering blazing oll about the room 
and over its two inmates, enveloping 
them in flames. 

Miss Blake dashed to the rear porch, 
two stories above the ground, and 
leaped, a human torch, and Mrs. Burns 
rushed inte the haliway. Assistance 
reached beth quickly and they were 
cared for tenderty. The kitchen was a 
roaring sea of fire. 

The agonized screams of the women 
startled all of St. James Park. Neigh- 
bors ran from their homes to learn 
the cause of the explosion and the 
cries for help. 

T THE RESCUE. 

Among the first upon the scene were 
a few who were calm enough to be of 
assistance. Under direction of Special 
Officer J. 8. Hendrickson blankets were 
brought from a nearby house and in 
them Hendrickson rolled Miss Blake 
oh the grass where she had fallen, and 
extinguished the flames. 

H. C. Lawrence, proprietor of the 
hotel, ran from his apartment on the 
first floor on hearing the explosion and 
reached the second floor just as Mrs. 
Rurns dashed into the hallway. Seiz- 
ing a rug from the floor Lawrence 
wrapped it about the woman and her 
blazing clothing and soon smothered 
the flames, not until nearly all of her 
hair had been burned off and only a 
few charred garments remained about 
her badly burned body. Examination 
by <urgeons disclosed a pitiable condi- 
tian. They expressed little hope of her 

very. 
rapping Mrs. Burne in a soft quilt, 

Lawrence ca her to the home of 
Dr. Martin, No. 38 St. James Park. 
Mies Blake was carried into the home 
of E. T. Stimson, No. 825 West Adams 
street. Surgeons and ambulance were 
called, but it was nearly half an hour 
before the ambulance from the Receiv- 
ing Hospital arrived to carry Miss 
Blake away. Twenty minutes later 
Mre. Burne was sent to the California 
Hospital, whither Miss Blake also was 
sent later from the Receiving Hospital. 

Mise Blake was burned about the 
face, breast, arms and legs. In some 
places the flesh fell away. She fainted 
several times before reaching the hos- 
pital. She was hurt but little in leap-

. 

Police Surgeon Dr. Sumner J. Quint, 
who attended Miss Blake, said that, al- 
though she is in serious condition; she 
has a slieht chance to recover. 

SAVING THEIR VALUABLES. 

Smoke rapidly @lled the apartment 
house. Bad streets delayed the fire de- 
partment, and the flames gained con- 
siderable headway before the first 
piece of apparatus arrived. Through 
the efforts of Officer Hendrickson, 
James Bean and Lawrence, a panic 
was averted in the Lawrence, as well 
as in the Mayfair, and occupants of the 
apartments set out to rescue the most 
valuable articles from their rooms, 

Apartment A is occupied by Fred- 
erick Perry a retired capitalist; apart- 
ment B by Frank Griffith, secretary 
of the Country Club; apartment C., by 
W. S. Collins, owner of the Collins 
building; apartment F. by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Dunbar; apartment E. by Pro- 
prietor Lawrence, and apartment D by 
the Burns family. 

The fire ran up the side of the wall to 
the apartment occupied by Mrs. Dun- 
bar, then spread through the attic 
above, and burst from the roof. 

Proprietor Lawrence said he had no 
idea of the extent of the damage to 
the house or to the property of occu- 
pants. apartments were exquis- 
itely furnéshed, and the decorations 
were costly. 

The greatest damage was in the 
apartments of Mrs. Dunbar, Burns 
and Frank Griffith. Water had ruined 
many costly pieces of furniture in all 
the apartments. 

Seventeen families lived in the May- 
fair. James McCarthy, who heard the 
muffied explosion and saw the flames 
Durst from the Burns apartment, 
joined Albert Sherman, the elevator 
operator, in assisting people from the 
building. McCarthy directed a squad 
of ocqupants of the Mayfair in the op- 
eration of an emergency apparatus. 
Through their work the flames were 
prevented from communicating with 
the Mayfair.

Congress and by the Legislature of 
New York at the urgent demand of 
the people. it is vain for men ia 
control of corporations and engaged 
in criminality to cry out against the 
President of the United States or the 
executive of any State and plame 
them for the conditions e ng in 
the business world. There has been 
a profound misgiving in the public 
mind for years past and this misgiv- 
ing nas been gathering force year by 
year, because many corporations in 
the country were managed in just the 
way the Alton deal was carried out, 
in just the way the several deals in 
the New York Metropolitan were car- 
ried out, by which the general public 
were being injured, in some instances 
robbed, and by which the many stock- 
holders in the corporations were 
trodden under foot in order that a 
few directors might dishonestly heap 
up colossal riches. The methods pur- 
sued by the Standard Oil Company, 
the practices of the Metropolitan 
Railway Company, the management 
of the American tobacco trust and 
the various other revelations dragged 
out into light by these investigations 
have shown bow much foundation 
there was under these suspicions. It 
was an ou wth of this general 
misgiving in the public mind which 
demanded the passage of laws aiming 
to stop these very practices so in- 
jurious to the public interest and so 
utterly dishonest in regard to the 
stockholders in the corporations. 

The executive officers of the gov- 
ernment, Federal and State, need no 
justification. Their sworn duty ts to 
enforce the laws. They have been 
derelict in the past wherever they 
have failed to compel an observance 
of these legal provisions. They would 
be derelict to.their duty in the pres- 
ent case if they allowed this neglect 
to proceed. If there is any criticism 
to be laid at any door, it is at the 
door of those responsible for these 
laws—the insistent public. 

Every important fact that has come 
to light in the course of all these in- 
vestigations has added emphasis to 
the néed of just such laws ‘and has 
rendered criticism of the President 
the most futile thing that business 
men could indulge in. The time is 
past when corporations will be al- 
lowed to oppress the public by such 
deals as the purchase and sale of the 
Alton stock and the purchase and sale 
of. the various brauch railroads made 
by the New York Metropolitan Com- 


y. 
While saying this we do not forget 
that some of these laws are of twenty 
or even thirty years’ standing, that they 
were passed to meet conditions very 
different from those existing today, 
that the lawmakers were deficient in 
expert knowledge of the business 
they were aiming to regulate, and 
for this reason the laws may be in 
some features defective. It seems to 
be pretty generally conceded, and we 
think the government shares in this 
feeling, that the Sherman law is 
radically defective. If this proves to 
be the case in further proceedings 
under this law, the American people, 
while’ in no humor to see stockholders 
robbed, will be just to the corpora- 
tions as well as to themselves. There 
is no vindictive feeling in the minds 
of the mass of the people. All they 
want la a square deal. That they 
will have for themselves; that they 
will secure for the stockholders in 
the corporations, and that all people 
of sane mind are entirely willing to 
concede to the directors and man- 
agers of all corporations. Conviction 
by clamor is not a square deal, and 
the people will not stand for it.

TWO MEN MISSING, 


Disappearances in San Bernardino 
County Under Far Different 
Circumstances. 

SAN BERNARDINO, (Oct. 25.—Where 
is Joseph Brown, and where is Joha 
Eidridge? 

These questions are being asked by 
the families and friends öt the missing 
men, and officers are trying hard to 
solve the riddle. Eldridge dropped from 
view yesterday afternoon, taking with 
him about $1900 in cash. Of this he 
drew $890 from the bank, and had $200 
in his safe in the Eldridge house, which 
has disappeared.

THE SPINELESS CACTUS. 


Perhaps the Most important of Al! 
of Luther Burbank’s Horti- 
cultural Work. 


sees almost illimitable opportunities of 
a revolutio y character in horticul- 
tural work, writes Albert Phenis to the 
Manufacturers’ Record. In the past he 
has rarely undertaken to deal with a 
purehaser, but having experimented 
till a species or a variety has acquired 
fixed characteristics, he turns it over 
to the seedsman, nurseryman or florist 
and takes up something else, His excep- 
tion to this rule is the spineless cactus, 
which he has not parted with to the 
middiemen. For twelve years he has 
been experimenting with the cact 
As in all of his experiments, he 
brought varieties and species from ev- 
ery State in the Union, and from all 
parts of the globe where they grow in 
native state, and by processes of selec- 
tion, crossing and elimination has pro- 
gressed till a fixed thorniess cactus 
has been produced that will withstand 
heat, cold, drought or moisture; that 
will flourish In good soil or in gravelly 
river beds and on barren hill and 
mountainsides or rock piles; that from 
the first years planting will yield 
ninety to one hundred tons of fodder 
to the acre, and thereafter, under fa- 
vorable-circumstances, 200 to 300 tons, 
and that produces enormous quantities 
of delicious fruit as well, sometimes as 
much as seven pounds to one of the 
leaves. As free from spikes as the rind 
of a watermelon, anything will eat the 
cactus— anything from a canary bird 
to an elephant,” as Mr. Burbank graph- 
ically said, and he described how a cow 
that had been fed one of the slabs or 
leaves tried to break the fence down to 
get at the rest of the plant. It is also 
declared that the young leaves make 
excellent pickles, and are a good and 
wholesome food for humans when fried 
like an eggplant. They can also be 
boiled and used as greens, and when 
prepared with sugar produce a sweet- 
meat similar to citron, and may be fla- 
vored with ginger and other spices. 
The fresh fruit—the “prickly pear” 
without the “prickles"—which in some 
varieties grows as large as a banana, 
is marketed at the.same price per box
